The present y ear prom ises to be the 
greatest in the history of the m ove­ 
ment for the im provem ent and m ain­ 
tenance 
of public h ighw ays in the 
United S tates. 
A joint committee of 
congress is en g ag ed in an in v estig a­ 
tion of the feasibility of federal aid in 
the construction, improvem ent 
and 
maintenance of public highw ays, and 
a number of the state legislatures fire 
considering g ood ro a d s legislation. 


Too much 
stress 
c a n n o t be laid 
upon the im portance of maintenance 
in connection with tilt* w ork of im­ 
proving the ro ads. 
The people in 
nearly all the states a re lilied with 
enthusiasm for r o a d improvement and 
are spending enorm ous sums of money 
in the construction of go >d 
roads, 
and yet alm ost without exception they 
are m aking little pro v ision to c a re 
for the r o a d s after they a re built. 
This is true not only of the v a rio u s ! 
counties, but under many of o u r state 
highway departments. 


To m a in ta in the r o a d s in good co n ­ 
dition, y e a r after year, requires a 
considerable annual ou tlay , but this 
outlay is infinitely less th a n the loss 
which m ust fall upon people eventu­ 
ally if they allow their ro a d s to go to 
utter ruin. 
The thing- for all a d v o ­ 
cates of good r o a d s to do is to urge 
continuous, 
systematic m aintenance 
and the setting- aside every y e a r of an 
unount per mile estimated by the en­ 
gineer in ch a rg e to be sufficient for 
the pro p er m aintenance of the roads, 
a course which would m ake for econ­ 
omy and efficiency.— Dawson County 
News.

SLEEPING CARS IN AFRICA. 


T h e y A re N o t Too Clean and the C o n ­ 
ductor M ake s the Beds. 
Describing railroad travel in South 
Africa. E. VV. lioTve in his Monthly 
says: 
“Soon after tile train conductor look­ 
ed at our tickets he proceeded to lug 
two huge bags of bed clothing Into our 
compartment and make up two beds. 
We paid $1.20 for the use of the bed 
clothing two nights; the charge would 
have been the same for one night. 
So 
that we will have a large compart­ 
ment to ourselves two nights and a 
day and pay only $1.20 above the reg­ 
ular fare. 
The beds were comfortable, 
though somewhat narrow, but we slept 
as well, I imagine, as people usually 
do on a sleeping car. 
On our door and 
on our window were placards announc­ 
ing that the compartment w as reserv­ 
ed, and we were not disturbed during 
the journey 
When this reservation 
placard Is not displayed any one has 
a right to a seat or bed In a compart­ 
ment that is not full. 
“The South African sleeping cars are 
not at all bad, except that the train 
conductor has so much to do that he 
cannot keep them as clean as they 
should be. 
The conductor did not pol­ 
ish my shoes at night, but I knew he 
was very busy and overlooked his 
neglect. 
“I wish the haughty conductors of 
American passenger trains could see 
our conductor with his coat off, mak­ 
ing up beds. 
I wish they could also 
see our tickets, which cover nearly 
3,000 miles of travel and read from 
Durban to Victoria Falls and back to 
Beira. 
I am unable to understand 
them, but the conductors have no dif­ 
ficulty. 
“On one or two trains we have been 
on there w as a man who helped the 
conductor, but on at least tw o crowded 
trains on which we traveled the con­ 
ductor has had no help w hatever In 
making up the beds; the m ost curious 
thing I have ever noted in railroad 
travel. 
There is a guard on the train, 
who is what we call a brakeman, but 
he does not assist the conductor in the 
chamber work. 
When these conduct­ 
ors are taking the tickets they are as 
haughty as are American conductors, 
but when they begin lugging in sheets 
and pillows and mattresses they are 
as humble as the most tim id traveler 
could wish.”
